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DETAILED ACTION 
Formal Matters 

The allowability of claims 7-16 is withdrawn based on the rejections presented 

below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112 

Claims 7-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 7 and 12 recite the limitation "rigid cylindrical 
watertight plastic container" in line 3. There is a lack of proper antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. The examiner suggests inserting "cylindrical" after "rigid" in line 2 
to correct this. Also in claim 7, the examiner suggests that "a" in line 4, does not recite 
additional structure, but only functional limitations. Therefore, the examiner suggests 
that lines 2 and 3 end with a semicolon and line 4, start "wherein the membrane - - - 
the". Further to claim 12, the examiner suggest that lines 2 and 5 end with a semicolon, 
and line 5 also has "and" added after the semicolon. 

In light of the suggested corrections above, claims 11 and 16 are objected to for not 
further limiting claims 7 and 12 from which they depend. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 7, 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Payen et al. (US 2005/0092319). Payen et al. disclose a warmer device comprising: 

a. a rigid cylindrical watertight plastic container filled with supersaturated solution 
of sodium acetate in solid form; 

b. a membrane (44) at a first end of the rigid cylindrical watertight plastic 
container; and wherein the membrane is capable of being punctured as claimed (Figure 
4 and p. 2 & 3, [0025-0032].) 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 12 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claims 8-9 and 13-15 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
